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INTRODUCTION 

The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  was  made  a  standing 
committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress.  It  is  the  successor  to  the  Special  Conmiittee 
on  Un-American  Activities  of  the  House,  which  was  created  in  May 
19;)8.  This  report  deals  only  with  some  of  the  connnittee's  investiga- 
tions as  a  standing  connnittee. 

During  the  last  two  decades,  our  American  Republic  has  been  chal- 
lenged by  two  sets  of  forces.  These  forces  may  be  generally  char- 
acterized as  the  "totalitarian  right"  and  the  "'totalitarian  left.''  The 
ideology  of  nazism  and  fascism  as  exemplified  by  the  recent  Govern- 
ments of  Germany  and  Italy  comprised  the  base  of  the  "totalitarian 
right."'  The  program  of  world  conquest  as  patterned  by  this  ideology 
was  incompatible  with  the  democratic  precepts  of  the  American  Re- 
public. World  War  II  culminated  in  the  military  destruction  of  this 
threat  from  the  right.  Prior  to  and  during  the  war,  the  "agents," 
"bunds,''  and  "fronts"  of  these  forces  that  were  conspiring  here  at 
home  in  furtherance  of  the  Nazi  and  Fascist  schemes  were  exposed  and 
broken  up.  Xevertheless,  the  individuals  who  comprised  them,  in 
the  most  part,  rejnain  in  our  midst — a  potential  core  for  a  similar 
threat  in  the  future. 

The  "totalitarian  left" — communism — stems  from  the  Communist 
ideology  of  Karl  ]Marx,  as  exemplified  by  the  present  Government  of 
the  Soviet  Union  of  Russia.  The  ideological  concepts  of  communism, 
like  those  of  nazism,  are  also  incompatible  with  the  concepts  of  our 
Republic.  They  are  both  absolute  dictatorships,  both  are  equally  ob- 
jectionable, and  both  would  destroy  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the 
individual.     The  threat  from  the  left  still  remains. 

During  the  crucial  2  years  of  the  Seventy-ninth  Congress,  with 
which  this  report  deals,  we  witnessed  the  military  defeat  of  the  "totali- 
tarian riglit'"  but  we  also  witnessed  a  world-wide  onslaught  from  the 
"totalitarian  left,"  Most  of  Europe  has  succumbed  to  it — England  is 
en  route.  Today  the  United  States  stands  as  the  main  bulwark  against 
this  onslaught.  It  is  this  challenge  from  the  left  that  the  people  of 
the  United  States  must  meet,  for  already  deep  inroads  have  been  made 
by  these  forces  of  communism. 

In  order  to  meet  this  challenge,  the  people  mtist  understand  the 
character  and  nature  of  comnumism.  Communism  is  a  world-wide 
movement.  It  seeks  to  regiment  the  people  of  the  world  under  prole- 
tarian dictatorship  directed  from  Moscow.  The  Communist  Party  of 
the  United  States  is  an  outpost  in  this  country  for  the  Krendin.  It 
is  just  as  subservient  to  the  Soviet  Union  as  are  the  Commimist  parties 
of  France,  Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  Rumania,  and  other  Soviet  satellite 
nations.  The  members  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States 
admit  thev  owe  their  first  allegiance  to  the  Soviet  Union.  Thev  are 
the  agents  of  a  foreign  government  working  for  the  overthrow  and 
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destruction — by  any  means — of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
Since  its  inception  in  1920,  to  the  present  day,  it  has  endeavored  with 
foreign  direction,  to  bring  this  about.  The  committee  regrets  to  state 
that  this  endeavor  has  not  been  in  vain.  They  are  well  organized  and 
tlieir  power  and  influence  far  exceeds  their  numerical  strength. 
Through  their  infiltration  technique  they  have  succeeded  in  entrench- 
ing themselves  in  government,  labor,  and  education.  They  gnaw  at  the 
institutions  that  make  up  our  democratic  system.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  the  most  serious  penetration  has  been  within  the  labor 
movement,  where  the  Communists  dominate  and  control  a  number  of 
unions  of  the  CIO — unions  so  vital  that  our  very  national  security  is 
dependent  upon  them.  Today  Communist-controlled  unions  can  tie 
up  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  New  York  City,  paralyze  our  entire  ship- 
ping and  commerce,  and  stop  production  in  vital  industries  that 
produce  arms  and  equipment  for  our  armed  forces.  It  is  a  tragic 
spectacle — one  that  labor  should  set  about  immediately  to  remedy  by 
purging  itself  of  this  Communist  leadership. 

This  committee  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  to  the  House  and  to 
the  country  the  danger  from  this  "fifth  column"  within  our  gates  which 
follows  with  blind  obedience  the  dictates  of  ISIoscow.  They  must  be 
recognized  for  what  they  are — the  agents  of  a  foreign  government  and 
enemies  of  our  American  system. 

Real  democracy  as  our  American  fathers  knew  it  was  a  rule  of  per- 
sonal conduct ;  it  has  never  worked  as  a  national  form  of  government. 

We  have  in  this  country  a  republic  run  by  democratic  representa- 
tives.   What  more  can  we  ask  ? 
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Statement  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 

Investigatiox 

In  the  opinion  of  your  cojnmittee,  one  of  the  most  significant  and 
informative  statements  ever  made  on  the  extent  and  objectives  of 
subversive  activities  within  the  United  States,  was  the  now  famous 
speech  which  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  nuule  before  the  national  convention  of  the  American 
Legion  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  on  September  30  of  this  year.  This 
courageous  and  candid  analysis  of  the  growing  threat  of  communism 
in  the  United  States  has  aided  greatly  in  the  important  task  of  alert- 
ing well-meaning,  but  sometimes  too  complacent,  Americans  to  the 
vicious  features  of  totalitarianism  in  any  form  and  to  the  alarming 
fact  that  during  the  past  5  years  communism  has  made  self-serving 
use  of  wartime  conditions  to  extend  its  influence  in  this  Republic  to 
an  unprecedented  degree.  Infiltration  of  Communists  and  their 
equally  unwholesome  fellow  travelers  who  advance  the  party  line 
into  important  positions  on  the  Federal  pay  roll  has  been  one  of  the 
most  vitiating  manifestations  of  this  expanding  communistic  pro- 
gram. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  served  a  public  purpose  in  his  speech  to  the 
American  Legion  convention  by  spotlighting  and  demonstrating  the 
fact  that  communism  and  fascism  are  both  manifestations  of  the 
same  dictatorial  concept.  For  many  years  American  Communists 
have  endeavored  to  dupe  gullible  people  and  to  masquerade  their 
totalitarian  objectives  as  "liberal"  or  "progressive,"  whereas,  in  fact 
and  in  practice,  the  procedures  of  connnunism,  wherever  they  have 
ever  dominated  the  government  of  any  country,  are  virtually  identi- 
cal with  the  procedures  of  fascism.  As  J.  Edgar  Hoover  ])oints  out 
in  his  unchallenged  and  unchallengeable  discussion  of  fascism  and 
communism : 

In  fact,  they  diflfer  little  except  in  name.  Conmiunism  has  bred  fascism  and 
fascism  spawns  connnunism.  Both  are  the  antithesis  of  American  belief  in 
liberty  and  freedom.  If  the  peoples  of  other  countries  want  communism,  let 
them  have  it,  but  it  has  no  place  in  America. 

Patriotic  Americans  can  aid  greatly  in  the  control  and  curtailment 
of  communism,  both  in  and  out  of  govermnent,  by  familiarizing 
themselves  and  tlieir  organizations  with  the  identities  of  purpose 
and  practice  which  are  demonstrable  wherever  either  fascism  or  com- 
munism has  been  practiced.    Communism  appears  to  be  the  "mother 
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lode-'  from  which  such  equally  obnoxious  and  objectionable  creeds 
as  fascism  and  nazism  have  stemmed.  J.  Edgar  Hoover  puts  it  clearly 
and  candidly  when  he  says  ''C(mmumism  has  bi-ed  fascism." 

One  of  the  most  frequently  utilized  camouflages  employed  by  Com- 
munists and  their  closely  associated  and  comi^letely  dominated  (albeit 
sometimes  unwitting)  fellow  travelers,  is  the  "party  line"  attempt 
to  label  all  anti-Conmumists  as  ''Fascists"  and  to  dignify  their  own 
subversive  program  by  trying  to  make  it  appear  to  be  "anti-Fascist." 
Actually,  as  Mr.  Hoover  points  out,  the  procedures  which  prevail  in 
communism  also  prevail  in  fascism,  and  vice  versa.  Frantic  eftorts 
by  Connmmists  to  cloak  their  un-Americanism  behind  a  thin  veneer 
of  deceptive  respectability  by  mouthing  protestations  against  fascism 
while  employing  identical  and  equally  repugnant  concepts  of  dicta- 
torial statism  should  mislead  and  confuse  only  the  most  gullible  and 
ill  informed.  In  reality,  the  two  totalitarian  creeds  have  demon- 
strated themselves  to  be  equally  degrading,  inhuman,  coercive,  and 
unconscionable.  To  use  the  pretended  opposition  to  either  of  them 
to  advance  the  program  of  the  other,  should  be  a  warning  signal  to 
good  Americans  that  unleas  both  isms  are  equally  abhorred  and  at- 
tacked the  instigators  of  such  critical  crusades  are  subject  to  suspect 
and  their  appeals  should  be  avoided. 

Because  of  its  prodigious  importance,  the  entire  address  of  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  before  the  American  Legion  convention  of  1946  is  herein- 
after reprinted  in  full.  Your  committee  believes  that  educators  and 
religious  leaders  throughout  the  country  would  do  well  to  make  it 
available  to  the  youth  of  the  land ;  it  merits  careful  study  by  all  future 
citizens,  as  well  as  by  our  adult  population;  where  the  emphasis  is 
properly  placed  on  the  protection,  the  preservation,  and  the  promo- 
tion of  our  American  way  of  life. 

Remarks  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director,  Feider al  Bureau  of  Investigation,  at 
THE  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Legion,  8an  Francisco,  Calif., 
September  30,  1946 

I  accept  the  distinguished  service  medal  of  tlie  American  Legion  on  behalf 
of  my  associates  in  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  wh<i  have  made  its 
achievements  possible.  Bulwarking  the  men  and  women  of  the  FBI  are  the 
high  hopes  and  expectations  of  the  loyal  Americans  whom  we  serve.  The  Amer- 
ican Legi(m  is  a  great  force  for  good  In  this  Nation.  It  exemplifies  the  ti'adi- 
tions  of  our  country  and  is  living  testimony  to  the  spirit  of  America.  I  am  happy 
to  be  here  today  to  thank  you  of  the  American  Legion  for  the  great  aid  and 
assistance  you  have  rendered  the  FBI  over  the  years. 

The  record  of  your  achievements  is  now  history.  Today,  there  is  a  greater 
need  than  ever  before  for  the  American  Legion  and  its  stabilizing  force.  We  of 
the  FBI  need  your  help  now  even  more  than  during  the  war  years  if  the  battle 
for  a  safe  and  secure  America  is  to  be  won.  Our  enemies  are  massing  their 
forces  on  two  main  fronts.  One  is  the  criminal  front.  Crime  is  increasing 
daily;  juvenile  delinquency  is  shocking;  lawlessness  is  rampant.  We  are  nearer 
to  tlie  days  of  gang  control  than  we  were  a  year  after  World  War  I.  Add  to  the 
forces  that  account  for  a  serious  crime  every  20  seconds,  day  and  night,  the  other 
encroaching  enemy  of  America  and  we  have  a  formidable  foe.  I  refer  to  the 
growing  menace  oi:  connnunism  in  the  United  States. 

During  the  past  .">  years,  American  Comnumists  have  made  theii'  deepest  in- 
roads upon  our  national  life.  In  our  vaunted  tolerance  for  all  peoples  the  Com- 
munist has  found  our  "Achilles'  heel."  The  American  Legion  represents  a  force 
which  holds  within  its  power  the  ability  to  expose  the  hypocrisy  and  rufhlessness 
of  this  foreign  ism  which  has  crept  into  our  national  life — an  ism  built  and 
supported  l)y  dishonor,  deceit,  tyraimy,  and  a  deliberate  policy  of  falsehood. 
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It  is  !i  matter  of  self-preservation.  The  veteran  who  fought  for  America  will 
be  anlonir  the  first  to  suffer  if  the  Coummiiists  succeed  in  carrying  out  their  dia- 
bolical plots  to  wreck  tlic  Aineric'an  way  of  life.  The  "divide  and  coiuiuer"  tactics 
did  not  die  with  Hitler — they  are  being  employed  witii  gri>at«'r  skill  today  by 
American  I'onnnunists  with  their  "boring  from  within"  strategy.  Their  propa- 
ganda, skillfully  designed  and  adroitly  executed,  has  been  projected  into  prac- 
tically every  phase  of  o\ir  national  life.  The  fact  that  the  Connnunist  Party  in 
the  I'nited  States  claims  some  Kid.OiiO  members  has  lulled  many  Americans  into 
a  feelinu'  of  false  eoinplacency.  I  would  not  be  concerned  if  we  wei'e  dealing  with 
<mly  ltJ().(ii!0  (.'onununists.  The  ("ommunisis  themselves  boast  that  for  every  party 
member  there  are  10  others  ready  to  do  the  party's  work.  These  include  their 
satellites,  their  fellow  travelers  and  their  so-called  progressive  and  phony  liberal 
allies.  They  have  maneuvered  themselves  into  positions  where  a  few  Comnuniists 
control  the  destinies  of  hundreds  who  are  eithei'  willing  to  be  led  or  have  been 
duped  into  obeying  the  dictates  of  others. 

The  average  American  workingman  is  loyal,  patriotic,  and  law  abiding.  He 
wants  security  for  his  family  and  himself.  But  in  some  unions  the  rank  and 
tile  find  themselves  between  a  Comnuuiist  pincers,  manipulated  by  a  few  leaders 
who  have  hoodwinked  and  browbeaten  them  into  a  state  of  submission.  Com- 
munist lal)or  leaders  have  sparred  f(u-  time  in  their  labor  deliberations  to  refer 
matters  of  policy  to  Comnuniist  Party  headquarters  for  clearance.  In  fact,  reso- 
lutions have  been  delayed  pending  such  approval  and  contemplated  strikes  have 
been  postponed  until  adecpiate  Communist  support  and  backing  were  available. 

The  Connnunist  influence  has  projected  itself  into  some  newspapers,  magazines, 
books,  radio,  and  the  screen.  Some  churches,  schools,  colleges,  and  even  fraternal 
orders  have  been  penetrated,  not  with  the  approval  of  the  rank  and  file  but  in 
spite  of  them.  I  have  been  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Communist  attempts 
to  penetrate  the  American  Legion  have  met  with  failure.  Eternal  vigilance  will 
C(mtinue  to  keep  your  ranks  free  of  shifty,  double-crossing  Connnunist  destruc- 
tionists. 

We  !ire  rapidly  reaching  the  time  when  loyal  Americans  must  be  willing  to 
stand  up  and  be  counted.  The  American  Communist  Party,  despite  its  claims,  is 
not  truly  a  political  party.  The  Connnunist  Party  in  this  country  i.s  not  working 
for  the  general  welfare  of  all  our  people — it  is  working  against  our  people.  It 
is  not  interested  in  providing  for  the  counnon  defense.  It  has  for  its  purpose  the 
shackling  of  America  and  its  conversi<m  to  the  godless,  Connnunist  way  of  life. 
If  it  were  a  political  party  its  adherents  could  be  appealed  to  by  reason.  In- 
stead, it  is  a  system  of  intrigue,  actuated  by  fanaticism.  It  knows  no  rules  of 
decency.  Its  unprincipled  converts  would  sell  America  short  if  it  would  help 
their  cause  of  furthering  an  alien  way  of  life  conceived  in  darkness  and  motivated 
by  greed  for  power  whose  ultimate  aim  is  the  destruction  of  oiu'  cherished  free- 
dom. Let  us  no  longer  be  misled  by  their  sly  propaganda  and  false  preachments 
on  civil  liberty.  They  want  civil  license  to  do  as  they  please  and,  if  they  get 
control,  liberty  for  Americans  will  be  but  a  haunted  memory.  For  those  who 
seek  to  provoke  prejudice  and  stir  up  the  public  mind  to  angry  resentment  against 
our  form  of  government  are  a  menace  to  the  very  powers  of  law  and  order  which 
guarantee  and  safeguard  popular  rights. 

We,  of  this  generation,  have  faced  two  great  menaces  in  America — fascism  and 
conununism.  Both  are  materialistic :  both  are  totalitarian :  both  are  antire- 
ligious ;  both  are  degrading  and  inhuman.  In  fact,  they  differ  little  except  in 
name.  Connimnism  has  bred  fascism  and  fascism  spawns  conununism.  Both 
are  the  antithesis  of  American  belief  in  liberty  and  freedom.  If  the  peoples  of 
other  countries  want  communism,  let  them  have  it,  but  it  has  no  place  in  America. 

The  Hitler,  Tojo.  and  Mussolini  brands  of  fascism  were  met  and  defeated  on 
the  battlefield.  All  those  who  stand  for  the  American  way  of  life  nmst  ari.se 
and  defeat  red  fascism  in  America  by  focusing  upon  it  the  spotlight  of  public 
opinion  and  by  building  up  barriers  of  connnon  decency  through  which  it  cannot 
penetrate. 

Such  a  crusade  cannot  be  spearheaded  by  any  force  more  potent  than  the 
American  Legion,  composed  as  it  is  of  America's  heroes  who  have  proved  their 
mettle  in  battle.  The  men  and  women  who  defeated  the  Nazi  brand  of  fa.scism 
with  btillets  can  defeat  the  Red  brand  of  fascism  by  raising  their  voices  in  behalf 
of  democracy  and  by  exposure  and  denunciation  of  every  force  which  weakens 
America. 

The  American  Legion,  ordained  to  bring  together  the  veterans  of  World  War  I 
to  perpetuate  the  associations  made  on  foreign  .soil,  is  being  expanded  by  the 
influx  of  veterans  of  World  War  II,  who  likewise  fought  that  America  might 
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live.  To  allow  America  to  become  infected  with  the  malignant  growth  of  com- 
munism or  to  be  infested  by  crime  is  a  breach  of  our  trust  to  those  who  gave 
their  lives  for  American  principles. 

Let  us  gird  ourselves  with  the  determination  that  those  basic  freedoms  and 
spiritual  ideals  for  which  so  many  have  sacrificed  so  much  shall  not  be  destroyed 
from  within. 

Let  us  be  steadfast  for  America,  work  and  live  for  America,  and  eternally  be 
on  guard  to  defend  our  Constitution  and  our  way  of  life  against  the  virulent 
poison  of  communistic  ideology. 

SECTION  II 

Testimony  of  William  Z.  Foster 

The  head  of  the  Coimnunist  Party,  William  Z.  Foster,  testifying 
before  the  Oommittee  on  Un-American  Activities  recently,  admitted 
on  oath  the  following  statement— listen  to  this — here  is  what  he  said : 

No  Communist,  no  matter  how  many  votes  he  should  secure  Ju  a  national 
election,  could,  even  if  he  would,  become  President  of  the  present  Government. 
When  a  Communist  heads  a  government  of  the  United  States  (and  that  day  will 
come  just  as  surely  as  the  sun  rises),  that  government  will  not  be  a  capitalistic 
government,  but  a  Soviet  government,  and  behind  this  government  will  stand 
the  Red  Army  to  enforce  the  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat. 

In  sworn  testimony  in  1930,  William  Z.  Foster  said  "the  workers 
of  this  country  and  the  workers  of  every  country  have  only  one  flag 
and  that  is  the  Red  Flag.  That  is  the  flag  of  the  proletarian  revolu- 
tion." He  also  said,  "the  workers,  the  revolutionary  workers,  in  all 
the  capitalist  countries  are  an  oppressed  class  who  are  held  in  subjec- 
tion by  their  respective  capitalist  governments,  and  their  attitude  to- 
ward these  governments  is  the  abolition  of  these  governments  and  the 
establishment  of  Soviet  governments."  Foster  also  says  that  the  aims 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  United  States  are  the  same  as  those  of 
Communists  in  Russia  and  Germany. 

SECTION  III 

The  Communist  Party  or  the  United  States  and  the  Communist 

International 

The  Communist  Parties  of  the  world  are  ruled  by  what  is  known 
as  the  Communist  International,  or  as  it  is  sometimes  referred  to, 
the  Comintern.  Generally  speaking,  the  Comintern  is  a  headquarters 
staff  controlling  Communist  Parties  in  other  countries  in  various 
aspects,  including  political  policy.  The  Comintern  is  also  known  to 
have  directed  the  espionage  activities  of  Russian  agents  in  many 
countries  of  the  world.  According  to  testimony  of  record  the  Com- 
intern headquarters  in  Moscow,  Russia,  maintains  a  record  of  every 
active  Communist  in  the  world. 

The  American  Communist  Party  during  the  26  years  of  its  exist- 
ence has  never  deviated  from  the  policies  laid  down  bj-  those  who 
direct  the  Comintern  in  Moscow.  Documentary  evidence  in  posses- 
sion of  the  committee  establishes  this  fact. 

We  may  imagine  that  a  legitimate  independent  American  Com- 
munist Party  could  exist  in  the  United  States.  The  United  States 
today  is  one  of  the  very  few  countries  that  still  permits  its  citizens 
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to  express  politieiil  views  as  they  choose.  This  committee  whole- 
lieartedly  endorses  the  ri<>ht  of  every  American  citizen  to  speak  his 
mind.  But  this  endoi'sement  does  not  extend  to  those  who  would 
betray  this  Goveinment  and  the  ])eople  that  onr  Government  repre- 
sents." The  American  Connnunist  Party  is  an  agent  of  a  foreign 
l)ower  which  has  dedicated  itself  to  the  overthrow  of  the  United  States 
Government  by  force  and  violence,  or  throuoh  any  other  means  it 
deems  expedient  for  that  avowed  purpose.  Numerous  court  decisions 
on  this  point  sustain  the  charge  that  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the 
United  States  advocates  the  overthi-ow  of  this  Government  by  force 
and  violence.     I).>cumentary  evidence  to  this  effect  is  also  available. 

The  charge  that  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  an 
agent  of  a  foicign  power,  Soviet  Kussia,  is  easily  sustained,  and  we 
will  cite  a  few  pertinent  facts.  The  chain  of  evidence  on  this  point 
jieed  only  extend  from  the  days  of  the  Hitler-Stalin  pact  to  the  present 
date.  However,  even  prior  to  that  time  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the 
United  States  has  never  deviated  ivom  the  policies  laid  down  by  the 
Comintern  in  Soviet  Russia.  During  the  period  of  the  Hitler-Stalin 
])act  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the  Ignited  States  followed  to  the  lettei- 
every  instruction  issued  by  the  Connnunist  masters  in  Soviet  Russia. 
As  soon  as  Russia  was  attacked  by  Germany,  the  Communist  Party 
of  the  United  States  again  followed  the  dictates  of  Moscow.  During 
the  year  11)4H,  when  Russia  was  hard-pressed  by  the  Germans  on  the 
eastern  front  the  Russians  feared  that  the  United  States  might  shut 
off  lend-lease  aid  to  them  and  equip  our  own  troops  with  the  supplies 
that  had  been  going  to  Russia.  Also  it  was  feared  that  the  United 
States  having  driven  the  Germans  out  of  Africa  would  refrain  from 
opening  a  second  front  in  Europe,  which  would,  of  course,  relieve  the 
pressure  on  the  Russians. 

In  order  to  insure  the  continuance  of  lend-lease  aid  and  secure  sym- 
pathy for  the  opening  of  a  second  front  in  Europe,  Joseph  Stalin 
announced  from  Moscow,  Russia,  on  May  15  and  June  10,  1943,  that 
the  Communist  International  or  the  Comintern  was  being  dissolved. 
History  has  shown  that  the  reasons  expounded  by  Stalin  for  the  sup- 
posed dissolution  of  the  Comintern  were  utterly  false  and  that  the 
Comintern  has  not  been  dissolved.  The  real  reasons  for  the  announced 
dissolution  of  the  Comintern  as  stated  herein  Avere  to  insure  continu- 
ance of  lend-lease  and  to  insure  that  a  second  front  Mould  be  opened 
by  the  United  States  against  the  common  enemy,  Germany.  There 
may  have  been  some  ])olitical  reasons,  also,  for  Stalin's  sudden  decision. 

After  the  announcement  of  the  alleged  dissolution  of  the  Comintern, 
the  Communist  Pai'ty  of  the  Ignited  States.  foUoAving  the  dictates  of 
Stalin,  ])r()ceeded  to  dissolve  itself.  Earl  Browder,  who  was  then 
head  of  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the  United  States,  took  the  cue  from 
Stalin  and  announced  that  henceforth  the  Communist  Party  of  the 
United  States  would  be  known  as  the  Communist  Political  Associaticm, 
and  that  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the  United  States  was  being  dis- 
solved. The  Young  Communist  League  of  the  United  States  also 
followed  the  dictates  of  the  Russian  master  and  dissolved  itself  into 
the  American  Youth  for  Democracy.  Both  organizations  advocated 
the  opening  of  a  second  front  immediately  and  continuance  of  U^nd- 
lease  aid  to  Russia  on  a  greatly  increased  scale. 
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Some  of  the  most  important  evidence  concerning  the  fact  that  the 
Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  controlled  by  IMoscow  and 
that  the  Communist  International  or  the  Comintern  was  not  dissolved 
has  been  furnished  to  the  committee  by  Louis  Budenz,  formerly  a 
high-ranking  Communist  and  editor  of  tlie  Communist  publication, 
the  Daily  Worker. 

Budenz,  in  testimony  given  before  the  committee,  said,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  control  of  Communists  in  the  United  States  by  agents  of 
the  Comintern,  tliat  we  must  understand  that  in  dealing  with  com- 
munism we  are  dealing  with  a  conspiracy  to  establish  Soviet  dictator- 
ship throughout  the  world.  This  conspiracy,  asserted  Budenz,  resorts 
normally  to  illegal  methods  and  requires  the  utmost  servility  on  the 
part  of  the  so-called  leaders  throughout  the  world.  With  reference 
to  the  past  and  present  leadership  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the 
United  States,  Earl  Browder  and  William  Z.  Foster,  Budenz  said 
that  both  these  men  have  served,  and  continue  to  serve,  as  mere  puppets 
in  a  conspiracy  directed  against  the  peace  and  security  of  the  United 
States  of  America. 

This  report  has  stated  that  the  American  Communist  Party  has 
never  deviated  from  the  Moscow  party  line  during  the  26  years  of  its 
existence  in  the  United  States.  On  this  point  Budenz  stated  that, 
"Never  throughout  its  history  has  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States  found  one  defect  of  any  kind  in  a  leader  of  the  Soviet  Union 
who  was  endorsed  by  the  Kremlin."  Secondly,  he  said,  "The  Com- 
munists in  tlie  United  States  follow  the  policies  of  the  Kremlin,  and 
an  examination  of  the  Communist  press  will  confirm  this."  He  said 
that  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  as  much  a  quisling 
organization  under  the  heel  of  the  Kremlin  as  the  Nazi  bund  was 
under  the  heel  of  Hitler's  Germany. 

WitJi  further  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  Soviet  world  dictatorship, 
Budenz  said  we  have  evidence  on  this  point  which  has  been  contributed 
by  outstanding  leaders  of  the  Soviet  Union — for  instance,  the  speech 
of  Molotov  in  1928  before  the  Leningrad  functionaries  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  in  which  he  declared  over  and  over  again  that  "the  sole 
aim  of  the  Communist  International  is  the  establishment  of  world 
totalitarian  dictatorship."     Further,  Budenz,  said  that — 

In  1935,  at  the  Seventh  Congress  of  the  Communist  International  a  resolution 
was  adopted  in  which  the  leadership  of  the  Communist  Party,  including  the  Com- 
munist leadership  of  the  United  States,  pledged  itself  to  unending,  unbending 
devotion  to  Stalin  as  their  leader  and  teacher. 

Budenz  stated  that  Earl  Browder  was  one  of  those  present  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  tlie  afore-mentioned  resolution. 

During  his  testimony  regarding  his  knowledge  of  actual  contact 
between  agents  of  the  Communist  International  and  officials  of  the 
American  Communist  Party,  Budenz  stated  that  one  Gerhard  Eisler, 
alias  Hans  Berger,  had  acted  as  a  contact  man  in  the  United  States  for 
the  Communist  International  and  the  officials  of  the  American  Com- 
munist Party.  He  said  that  Eisler,  alias  Berger,  had  previously  func- 
tioned as  a  Communist  emissary  in  Spain  and  China,  as  well  as  in 
Germany.  Eugene  Dennis,  general  secretary  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  the  United  States,  according  to  Budenz,  was  one  of  the  American 
Comnninists  wlio  knew  of  Eisler's  official  connection  with  the  Com- 
nninist  International,  and  in  this  connection  Budenz  testified  that 
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Euo-ono  Dennis  told  liim  tliat  lie  Avould  oeciisionally  receive  instruc- 
tions from  Hans  Berber,  avIio  was  a  responsible  comrade  and  a  techni- 
cal representative  of  the  Communist  International.  Dennis  told 
Budenz  that  he  was  to  ti-eat  Berirer  as  a  "technical  representative  of 
the  Connnnnist  International."  Budenz  later  in  his  testimony  related 
the  manner  in  Avhich  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  took 
instructions  from  Eisler,  alias  Berger,  which  were  contained  in  several 
maizazine  articles  which  Eisler  Avrote  under  the  name  of  Berjier  in 
Communist  publications.  One  of  the  articles  which  Budenz  referred 
to  as  havino-  been  written  by  Eisler,  alias  Berger,  appeared  in  the  publi- 
cation called  the  Communist,  in  November  194;'j,  wdiich  was  an  org:an  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States.  This  publication  is  now 
called  Political  Affairs. 

In  the  article  mentioned,  Eisler.  alias  Berger.  discussed  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Communist  International.  Budenz  said  that  the  article 
was  written  in  the  theoretical  and  ideological  language  which  the 
Communists  employ  in  issuing  instructions  to  their  comrades.  The 
article.  Budenz  testified,  was  written  to  bring  home  the  point  to  the 
American  Communists  that  "international  communism  still  lives  even 
though  the  Communist  International  has  been  dissolved."  Budenz 
stated  that  responsible  Communists  throughout  the  United  States  and 
elsewhere  are  well  familiar  with  the  Berger  article  and  that  their 
slogan  is: 

The  Communist  International  is  not  dead,  and  our  association  with  the  great 
fatherland  of  workers,  tlie  Soviet  Union,  is  not  dead. 

The  recent  happenings  in  Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  Kumania,  Poland, 
and  other  European  countries  should  plainly  show  that  international 
communism  is  not  dead  and  that  the  Communist  leaders  in  those 
countries  of  Europe  are  plainly  following  the  dictates  of  the  director 
of  international  communism  in  Moscow,  Russia. 

Budenz  pointed  to  additional  evidence  of  the  extent  of  foreign 
control  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  during  his  testi- 
mony before  the  committee  and  some  additional  evidence  furnished  by 
him  will  be  mentioned  later  in  this  report.  But  at  this  point  it  is 
necessary  to  digress  and  turn  to  a  discussion  of  one  of  the  most  salient 
features  of  the  accumulated  evidence  concerning  the  manner  in  which 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  subjected  to  foreign 
control. 

The  American  public  will  recall  that  during  the  Second  World  War 
Earl  Browder  was  the  head  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States.  It  must  also  be  recalled  that  it  was  Browder  who  dissolved 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  after  Josef  Stalin  an- 
nounced from  Moscow  that  the  Communist  International  had  been 
dissolved.  SlKu-tly  after  the  end  of  the  Second  World  War  and  in 
August  1945  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States,  which,  since 
the  supposed  dissolution  of  the  Communist  International,  had  been 
known  as  the  Communist  Political  Association,  ousted  Earl  Browder 
from  the  leadership  of  the  American  Communists.  Not  only  was 
Browder  ousted,  but  the  name  he  hud  given  to  the  Communist  Party 
during  the  wartime  years,  the  Communist  Political  Association,  was 
eliminated  along  w'ith  him.  The  Comnnmist  Political  Association 
and  Earl  Browder,  its  founder,  had  served  their  purpose,  so  at  the 
August  1945  convention  of  the  American  Connnunists,  William  Z. 
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Foster  was  installed  as  the  head  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States  to  replace  Earl  Browder. 

This  change  in  leadership  and  name  by  the  American  Communists 
was  not  their  own  doing,  however.  The  instructions  for  the  change 
came  from  another  country,  and  a  European  country  at  that,  France. 
Instruction  for  the  change  w'as  published  in  the  official  organ  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  France  in  April  1945.  The  instruction  for  the 
change  was  also  published  in  a  document  which  is  now  referred  to  as 
the  Duclos  letter.  This  letter  of  instruction  was  written  by  Jacques 
Duclos,  formerly  a  member  of  the  presidium  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Communist  International,  and  presently  secretary  of  the 
French  Communist  Party. 

The  Duclos  letter  criticized  Earl  Browder  for  dissolving  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  the  United  States  and  forming  the  Connnunist  Po- 
litical Association.  Although,  it  should  be  recalled,  that  this  action 
was  taken  by  Browder  upon  instructions  from  Moscow  at  the  time 
of  the  supposed  dissolution  of  the  Communist  International. 

The  Duclos  letter  also  scored  Browder  for  his  interpretation  of  the 
Tehran  Conference,  and  his  interpretation  of  Marxist  theory.  Also 
the  letter  states  that  Bi'owder  "lost  sight  of  several  of  the  most  funda- 
mental principles  of  Marxism-Leninism." 

The  Duclos  letter  is  too  lengthy  to  include  herein,  but  it  is  deemed 
expedient  and  important  to  include  the  conclusions  reached  by  Duclos 
in  the  letter  concerning  Browder's  leadership  of  the  American  Com- 
munists.    The  conclusions  reached  by  Duclos  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  course  followed  under  Browder's  leadership  has  resulted,  in  practice,  in 
the  liquidation  of  the  Independent  Political  Party  of  the  Working  Class  in  the 
United  States ; 

2.  In  spite  of  the  declaration  concerning  i-pcognition  of  Mai'xist  principles,  we 
are  witnessing  a  manifest  reconsideration  of  Marxism  by  Browder  and  his  parti- 
sans, a  reconsideration  expressed  through  the  conception  of  lengthy  peace  between 
classes  in  the  United  States,  through  the  possibility  to  suppress  class  warfare  in 
the  postwar  period,  and  through  the  establishment  of  liarmony  between  labor 
and  capital ; 

3.  By  transforming  the  Tehran  declaration  of  the  Allied  Governments,  which 
is  a  document  of  a  diplomatic  nature,  into  a  political  platform  for  class  peace  in 
the  United  States  in  the  postwar  period,  the  American  Communists  are  radically 
disfiguring  the  meaning  of  the  Tehran  declaration  and  are  spreading  dangerous 
opportunist  illusions,  which  will  have  a  negative  influence  on  the  American  labor 
movement,  unless  they  are  properly  countermanded. 

4.  From  what  is  known  at  present,  the  Connnunist  parties  in  most  countries 
have  not  approved  Browder's  position  and  several  CommauUst  parties  (for  in- 
stance, the  South  African  and  Australian  parties)  have  openly  declared  them- 
selves against  this  position,  while  the  Communist  parties  of  several  South  Ameri- 
can countries  (Cuba,  Colombia)  consider  the  position  of  the  American  Commu- 
nists as  a  just  one  ;  in  general,  are  following  the  same  line. 

Such  are  the  facts.  Such  are  the  elements  which  permit  us  to  judge  the  disso- 
lution of  the  American  Communist  Party.  The  French  Communists  will  not  fail 
to  sift,  along  Marxist-Leninist  lines,  the  arguments  developed  to  justify  the  dis- 
solution of  the  American  Communist  Party.  AVe  can  be  sure  that,  like  the  Com- 
munists of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  those  of  Australia,  the  French  Com- 
munists will  not  approve  the  policy  followed  by  Browder,  for  it  is  spreading  dan- 
gerously far  from  the  victorious  doctrine  of  Marxism-Leninism,  whose  rigidly 
scientific  application  could  only  lead  to  one  conclusion — not  to  dissolve  the  Ameri- 
can Communist  Party,  but  to  work  to  strengthen  it  under  the  slogan  of  a 
redoubled  struggle  to  crush  Hitlerite  Germany  and  everywhere  destroy  the 
tentacles  of  fascism. 

These  conclusions,  aside  from  the  fact  that  they  clearly  called  for 
Browder's  removal  as  head  of  the  American  Commimists,  contain  words 
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of  warning-  couceiiii)!^-  tlu'  plans  of  the  Coiuiuunists  in  the  postwar 
world.  It  is  cleaily  stated  that  class  warfare  is  a  part  of  Communist 
doctrine  as  well  as  strife  between  labor  and  capital. 

One  other  consideration  which  must  be  attached  to  the  Duclos  letter 
is  verv  imi)ortant.  The  letter,  which  led  to  Earl  Browder's  ouster  as 
head  of  the  American  Conunimists  and  his  rejjlacement  by  William 
Z.  Foster,  contains  some  extracts  from  a  letter  written  by  William  Z. 
Foster  wliich  criticized  Earl  Browder  and  his  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  American  Communists.  The  extracts  from  the  Foster 
letter  mentioned  in  the  Duclos  communication  are  commented  upon 
favorably.  Hence  Duclos  criticizes  Browder  and  praises  Foster  and 
subsequently  Browder  is  replaced  by  Foster  as  heatl  of  the  xVmerican 
Communists.  It  becomes  (luite  obvious  then  that  the  letter  written  by 
Duclos  in  what  Louis  Budenz  describes  as  "communistic  ideological 
lano-uage,"'  contained  instructions  to  the  American  Conninmists  to 
replace  Browder  with  Foster  and  to  drop  the  names  "Communist  Polit- 
ical Association'"  which  Broader  gave  to  the  American  Communists 
and  readopt  the  name  "Communist  Party  of  the  United  States." 

The  testimony  of  Louis  Budenz  before  the  committee  throws  further 
light  upon  the  Duclos-Foster-Browder  debacle.  In  his  testimony 
Budenz  examined  the  Duclos  letters  from  all  angles  in  the  light  of  his 
experience  as  a  former  leading  member  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
the  United  States.     Mr.  Budenz  said: 

The  Soviet  Government  has  now  revealed,  through  u;j  experience  in  discus- 
sions with  tlie  Communist  Party,  the  fact  that  it  is  engaged  in  a  war  of  nerves 
witli  tlie  United  States  which  could  2:0  to  the  point  of  military  conflict  or  at  any 
rate  a  war  of  nerves  designed  to  undermine  the  Goveriuuent  of  the  United  States. 

lie  said : 

We  will  take,  for  example,  the  Duclos  article  which  deposed  ilr.  Browder. 
That  article  states  very  definitely  that  the  Tehran  Pact  is  only  a  diplomatic 
vesture.  What  is  the  Tehran  Pact?  It  was  an  agreement  between  Stalin, 
Churchill,  and  Roosevelt  that  there  would  be  generations  of  peace.  This  is  only 
a  diplomatic  gesture.  The  Soviet  Union,  through  Mr.  Duclos,  takes  the  initiative 
in  stating  that  it  is  only  a  diplomatic  gesture.  It  is  certainly  understood  by 
every  trained  Communist  leader  that  if  the  Tehran  Pact  is  to  be  torn  up  as  a 
iliplomatic  gesture,  it  will  mean  that  the  era  of  peace  seeking  is  over. 

Secondly,  Earl  Browder  was  deposed  as  a  revisionist  for  standing  on  the  plat- 
form at  Tehran  and  assuming  that  the  pact  was  something  that  was  going  to 
last  for  quite  a  period  of  years.  For  that  he  was  declared  a  revisionist,  which 
incidentally  is  as  great  a  crime  on  the  right  as  being  a  Trotskyite  on  the  left. 
If  yon  were  a  revisionist,  you  are  an  etiemy  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the  working  class 
in  the  Conununist  Party ;  and  INIr.  Browder,  who  had  been  one  of  the  most  servile 
agents  of  Moscow,  its  wills,  whims,  and  wishes,  was  suspended  and  suddenly  con- 
fronted with  that  accusation.  Of  course,  we  can  see  immediately  that  when 
Mr.  Browder  was  confronted  with  the  accusation  it  gave  notice  to  every  Com- 
munist leader  throughout  the  world  that  the  relations  with  the  United  States 
had  changed. 

From  this  it  becomes  obvious  that  the  Duclos  letter  contained  in- 
structions to  every  Communist  leader  in  the  world  on  the  feeling  of 
the  Soviet  I^nion  toward  the  Tehran  Pact  and  future  relations  with 
the  United  States.  It  also  becomes  obvious  that  Duclos  received  his 
instructions  from  a  higher  source  than  himself,  presumably  through 
Thorez,  the  French  Connnimist  political  leader,  who  had  just  shortly 
before  the  Duclos  letter  was  Avritten,  retm-ned  to  Paris  after  a  visit  to 
Moscow.  Since  Stalin  had  announced  the  dissolution  of  the  Com- 
munist International,  he  could  not  make  anv  announcement  against 
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Browder  because  it  would  sliow  thnt  the  Comintern  controlled  the 
Communist  Party  of  the  United  States.  The  machinations  of  the  Mos- 
cow-directed move  to  oust  Browder  and  to  change  Comintern  instruc- 
tions regarding  Soviet  relations  with  the  United  States  were  therefore 
left  to  Duclos. 

With  further  reference  to  the  Duclos  letter  it  should  be  recalled 
by  the  reader  at  this  point  that  the  Duclos  letter  mentioned  a  docu- 
ment written  by  William  Z.  Foster.  With  reference  to  this  document, 
Mr.  Budenz  testified  that  it  was  written  in  1944  and  was  addressed  to 
the  national  committee  of  the  Communist  Political  Association.  The 
letter  was  critical  of  Earl  Browder.  Mr.  Budenz  said  that  because  of 
this  it  was  voted  down  and  suppressed  by  the  national  committee. 
Budenz  further  testified  that — 

not  only  was  the  letter  suppressed,  but  that  uo  national  committee  member  was 
allowed  to  keep  the  letter,  and  that  not  one  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Communist 
Party  knew  that  it  existed. 

Budenz  said  that  despite  the  fact  no  member  of  the  national  com- 
mittee of  the  American  Communist  Party  could  keep  the  letter,  it 
found  its  way  across  the  sea  to  a  foreign  Communist,  Duclos  of 
France,  who  could  not  only  keep  the  letter,  "but  could  study  it,  quote 
from  it,  comment,  and  commend."  This  particular  incident  regarding 
the  Duclos  letter  further  demonstrates  the  foreign  entanglements  of 
the  Commimist  Party  of  the  United  States. 

Plainly  speaking,  the  entire  history  of  the  so-called  Duclos  letter 
provides  a  chain  of  evidence  that  definitely  links  the  Communist  Party 
of  the  United  States  to  the  Communist  International  and  to  those  who 
control  it.  One  salient  feature  that  we  cannot  overlook  in  tracing 
the  preparation  of  this  letter  to  those  Europeans  who  control  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  the  United  States  is  the  interpretation  placed  upon 
the  letter  by  Earl  Browder  himself.  He  said  in  introducing  the  letter 
to  the  readers  of  the  Daily  Worker  that,  "This  undoubtedly  represents 
the  opinion  of  all  the  leading  European  Marxists." 

Louis  Budenz,  in  his  testimony  before  the  committee,  stressed  the 
importance  of  this  statement  by  Browder  and  said  that  it  is  of  great 
significance  in  the  determination  of  the  extent  of  foreign  control  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States.  On  this  point  he  testified 
as  follows : 

I  will  call  your  attention,  gentlemen,  to  Mr.  Browder's  statement  on  this  letter, 
and  this  is  very  significant.  In  introducing  this  letter  to  the  readers  of  the  Daily 
Worker,  and  I  note  this  particularly  as  managing  editor,  Mr.  Browder  said : 
"This  undoubtedly  represents  the  opinion  of  all  the  leading  European  Marxists."- 
Just  appreciate  tiie  significance  of  that,  by  some  stroke  of  genius  Earl  Browder 
knows  that  all  the  leading  European  IMarxists  think  him  to  be  a  criminal  against 
the  Soviet  Union,  the  Communist  Party,  and  the  working  class.  Those  phrases 
go  together.  He  knows  that  and  I  ask  you.  How  could  he  know  it  without  a 
close  organizational  international  communication? 

Later,  when  testifying  on  the  same  point,  Budenz  said  to  the  com- 
mittee : 

I  want  to  ask  you,  Who  is  the  leading  European  Marxist?  We  know  from 
the  resolution  of  19.35  that  the  teacher  and  the  leader  is  Joseph  Stalin,  and  by 
this  little  phrase  Browder  was  able  to  acquaint  every  trained  Communist — 
certainly  he  acquainted  me,  and  I  think  everyone  else — with  the  fact  that  this 
was  approved,  this  was  the  voice  of  authority,  and  I  want  to  tell  you  that  the 
national  committee  used  it  as  the  voice  of  authority.  Here  was  Browder,  who 
had  been  cheered  for  half  an  hour  every  time  he  appeared  at  a  secret  national 
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cuuiuiitlet!  meeting.  In  fact,  it  is  lestilied  tu  in  in'int;  it  was  said  tliat  there 
was  overadulation  of  Browder,  and,  lo  and  beliuld,  at  the  first  national  committee 
meeing  in  Jnne  104r>  when  he  appeared  only  3  of  the  80  present  w^oiild  speak  to 
him.  We  will  agree  that  it  is  a  very  powerful  article  that  Dnclos  wrote.  The 
reason  that  I  bring  tins  ht'fore  yon  is  to  show  in  a  vivid  bird's-eye  w^ay  the  sub- 
serviency of  the  Communist  leadership  to  ilecisions  that  accord  with  the  wishes, 
whims,  and  will  of  Moscow. 

Later  in  his  testimony,  Budenz,  when  asked  to  indicate  the  tie-up 
between  Jacques  Duclos  and  the  lins.sian  Comnumists,  replied  as 
follows : 

Jacques  Uuclos  is  the  general  secretary  of  the  French  Communist  Party.  Stalin 
was  the  general  secretary  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet  Union,  atid  is 
still  its  leader.  They  were  all  members  of  the  Communist  International  luitil 
the  Conmninist  International  was  dissolved.  Mr.  Browder  made  the  tie-up  when 
he  said  :  'Tndoubtedly.  this  is  the  opinion  of  all  loading  European  Marxists." 
Anyone  who  is  a  trained  Comnuinist,  and  certainly  almost  anyone  else,  appre- 
ciates the  fact  that  if  this  is  the  opinion  of  European  Marxists,  it  must  be  the 
opinion  of  Stalin  as  the  leading  European  Marxist ;  not  only  the  leading  Russian 
Marxist,  but  the  leading  ^Marxist  of  the  world,  as  he  has  been  proclaimed  in 
varioits  resolutions  passed  by  the  Communist  International. 

Budenz  said  that  the  basic  lesson  that  sliould  be  taught  the  American 
public  by  the  Duclos  incident  is  the  fact — 

that  here  is  an  organization  (the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States)  in 
America  that  judges  all  Americans  according  to  their  degree  of  subserviency  to 
the  Soviet  Union.  A  leader  in  America  is  applauded  in  proportion  to  the  manner 
in  which  he  agrees  with  the  particular  will  of  Moscow  at  the  time,  and  the  record 
proves  it.  This  is  not  something  drawn  from  any  oral  discussion;  tlus  is  the 
record  which  a  sttidy  of  the  Conununist  press  will  show. 

The  American  public  should  heed  the  warning  given  by  Budenz 
that  American  Communists  are  tools  of  a  world  Communist  conspiracy. 
For  here  in  the  written  record  is  valuable  evidence  given  by  a  former 
high-ranking  Communist  that  the  Comnnmist  Party  of  the  United 
States  is  an  agent  of  a  foreign  power. 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Budenz  on  this  point  is  supported  by  other 
testimony  of  record  and  documentary  evidence  which  the  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  has  gathered  during  tlie  course  of  its 
existence.  The  American  Communist  Party  can  make  no  more  than 
a  superficial  claim  that  it  is  a  "political  party"  in  the  sense  in  which 
the  American  people  imderstand  those  words.  It  is,  on  the  contrary, 
a  constituent  member  of  the  Communist  International,  which  still 
exists,  and  is  its  agent  in  the  United  States.  The  Communist  Inter- 
national in  turn  is  completely  dominated  by  the  Communist  Party 
of  Soviet  Russia. 

The  committee  feels  that  a  careftd  examination  of  the  facts  justifies 
the  assertion  tliat  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  a  for- 
eign-inspired con.spiracy  masked  as  a  political  party.  The  evidence 
on  this  point  is  extensive;  for  example,  we  have  the  following: 

(1)  Admissions  drawn  from  the  present  leaders  of  the  party, 
including  Earl  Browder,  William  Z.  Foster,  and  others. 

(2)  Testimony  of  former  leaders  of  the  party  who  had  them- 
selves engaged  in  all  the  operations  of  this  international  con- 
spiracy, including  Ben  Gitlow.  Jay  Lovestone,  and  Joseph  Zack. 

(3)  Testimony  of  Louis  Budenz,  a  former  Peoples  Front  Com- 
munist and  editor  of  the  Dailv  Worker. 
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(4)  Examination  and  analysis  of  the  History  of  tlie  Comin- 
tern, of  which  the  Communist  Party  of  tlie  United  States  is  a 
part.  The  evidence  reflects  that  the  Conmiunist  International 
directs  the  activities  of  every  allied  unit  including  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  the  United  States. 

(5)  The  official  literature  and  publications  of  the  Communist 
Party  and  of  the  Comintern  (the  Communist  International) . 

(6)  The  admissions  of  the  present  leaders  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  United  States  that  they  look  upon  the  Red  flag  as 
their  flag  and  the  Soviet  Union  as  their  fatherland. 

(7)  Admissions  of  the  present  leaders  of  the  party  in  the 
United  States  tliat  the  Soviet  Connnunist  Party  is  the  model 
party  followed  by  all  other  Conmuuiist  Parties. 

(8)  Admissions  of  past  leaders  of  the  Comnumist  Party  of  the 
United  States  that  the  party  actually  had  representatives  in 
Moscow,  Russia,  who  maintained  interlocking  relationships  with 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.  S.  S.  R. 

(9)  Testimony  of  Louis  Budenz  and  others  to  the  effect  that 
Moscow  representatives  as  well  as  agents  of  the  Comnumist 
International  liave  been  sent  to  the  United  States  armed  with 
complete  authority  to  direct  the  affairs  of  tlie  Comnumist  Paity 
of  the  United  States. 

(10)  Evidence  that  for  many  years  the  Russian  Government 
maintained  in  Moscow  a  school  for  the  training  of  leaders  of  for- 
eign Communist  Parties.  Scores  of  the  leaders  of  the  American 
Communist  Party,  such  as  Clarence  Hathaway,  have  passed 
through  this  school,  and  some  of  its  graduates  have  been  among 
the  committee's  witnesses,  such  as  AVilliam  Nowell.  The  training 
which  these  leaders  have  received  in  Moscow  has  included  prep- 
aration for  eventual  uprisings  and  civil  war  in  the  United  States. 

(11)  Visits  of  American  Comnumist  l^\rty  leaders  to  Moscow, 
Russia.  For  instance,  when  Earl  Browder  Avas  deposed  as  the 
leader  of  the  Comnumist  Party  of  the  United  States  he  nuule  the 
statement  that  'T  intend  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  National 
Convention  (which  deposed  him)  to  the  International  Body." 
Browder  as  everyone  knows  recently  visited  the  Soviet  Union  and 
secured  a  contract  to  distribute  Soviet  literature  in  the  United 
States. 

(12)  Evidence  that  the  Soviet  Union  subsidize  the  Communist 
Party  press  in  the  United  States. 

(i;>)  Evidence  that  the  Conmumist  Party  of  the  United  States 
and  numerous  front  organizations  sup})ort  the  foreign  policy  of 
Soviet  Russia. 

(14)  Evidence  that  the  Comnumist  Party  of  the  United  States 
and  numerous  front  organizations  support  the  diplomatic  pacts 
entered  into  by  Soviet  Russia,  such  as  the  Hitler-Stalin  pact. 

(15)  Evidence  that  the  Connnunist  Party  of  the  United  States 
followed  instructions  issued  by  a  French  Communist  to  depose 
Earl  Browder  as  head  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States. 

These  are  numerous  other  ])oints  of  evidence  that  demonstrate^  the 
manner  in  which  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Comnumist  International  from  Moscow,  Russia. 
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It  might  also  be  stated  that  during  the  investigation  conducted  by 
tlie  Royal  Commission  of  the  Canadian  Government  concerning  the 
use  of  Soviet  diplomatic  personnel  for  espionage  jnirposes  it  was 
brought  out  that  the  Communist  International  still  exists  and  that  it 
has  been  used  for  espionage  purposes  by  the  So\aet  Union.  Testi- 
mony on  this  point  was  given  by  one  Igor  Gouzenko,  who  had  been  a 
civilian  employee  of  the  Soviet  Embassy  at  Ottawa.  Canada,  from 
June  104;J  to  September  1945.  Prior  to  his  affiliation  with  the  Soviet 
Embassy  at  Ottawa.  G(mzenko  had  worked  in  what  was  described  as 
the  "centre"  of  the  Director  in  Moscow  of  the  ISIilitary  Intelligence 
Organization.  He  testified  that  while  working  in  the  "centre''  he  had 
enciphered  and  deciphered  telegrams  to  and  from  many  other  coun- 
tries disclosing  the  use  of  local  Communist  parties  for  espionage  pur- 
l>oses  as  a  ])art  of  a  network  of  Soviet  espionage  activity.  While  en- 
gaged by  the  Soviet  Embassy  in  Ottawa,  Canada,  Gouzenko  became 
very  familiar  with  the  activities  of  the  leader  of  the  Connnunist  Party 
of  Canada,  one  Sam  Carr,  who  was  referred  to  as  "Frank"  in  some 
code  communications  passing  through  the  Soviet  Embassy  at  Ottawa 
to  the  Director  of  Espionage  in  Moscow,  Russia.  Gouzenko  in  his 
testimony  related  the  manner  in  which  the  Soviet  Embassy  used  Sam 
Carr,  alias  Frank,  to  help  obtain  a  fraudulent  passport  for  a  Soviet 
agent  operating  in  the  United  States,  in  the  State  of  California,  with 
false  identification  papers.  The  full  details  of  this  incident  are  too 
lengthy  to  include  in  this  report,  but  the  investigation  conducted  by 
the  Canadian  authorities  showed  clearly  that  the  Communist  Inter- 
national still  exists  and  that  in  this  particular  incident  the  Canadian 
and  Russian  branches  of  the  Comintern  were  cooperating  in  a  matter 
M'hich  concerns  the  safety  and  security  of  the  United  States. 

Note. — The  testimony  of  Louis  Buclenz  mentioned  above  has  been  published  in 
a  separate  document  by  tlie  eonuuittee  and  it  is  recommended  that  tlie  complete 
text  of  Mr.  Budenz's  testimony  be  read  as  a  supplement  to  the  data  contained  in 
this  report  ( H.  Kept.  2233,  79th  Cong.,  2d  sess. ) . 

SECTION  IV 

Other  Documents  ox  Communism 

When  this  committee  and  its  predecessor  first  came  into  being  there 
■was  a  deplorable  lack  of  knowledge  and  concern  in  this  country  over 
the  subversive  forces  seeking  to  undermine  and  destroy  our  American 
free-enterprise  system  and  our  hallowed  constitutional  liberties.  Since 
May  10o8,  however,  there  has  slowly  but  surely  been  a  gratifying 
rededication  on  the  part  of  many  Americans  to  the  ancient  adage  that 
"eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty." 

In  late  years,  and  more  especially  within  the  past  '1  years,  during 
which  your  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  has  operated  as  a 
permanent,  standing  committee  of  the  United  States  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, there  has  been  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  and 
importance  of  individuals  and  organizations  who  are  concerning  them- 
selves with  the  necessity  of  interesting  themselves  in  the  preserva- 
tion and  protection  here  at  home  of  the  American  freedoms  which 
all  of  us  now  so  happily  enjoy.  Your  committee  and  its  predecessor 
does  not,  of  cour.se,  take  sole  credit  for  this  growing  determination 
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on  the  part  of  patriotic  Americans  to  "do  something'"  about  the  cess- 
pools of  fascism  and  communism  which  belch  forth  their  poisonous 
doctrines  upon  the  fair  air  of  this  freedom-loving  and  freedom- 
practicing  country.  We  do  take  justifiable  pride,  however,  in  the  fact 
that  this  agency  of  the  great  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  Congress  has  permitted  neither  vilification,  highly  financed 
propaganda,  organized  campaigns  of  abuse,  or  careless  statements  by 
ill-informed  or  easily  duped  writers  or  speakers  to  deter  us  from  our 
determination  to  explore  and  expose  the  subversive  forces  menacing 
the  security,  the  dignity,  and  the  traditional  freedoms  of  the  United 
States. 

Two  unusually  important  documents  on  communism  have  appeared 
upon  the  American  scene  during  the  past  6  months.  We  recommend 
their  intensive  study  and  careful  reading  to  all  intelligent  Americans. 

Conimu'tiism  in  action. — Under  the  direction  of  Ernest  S.  (xrittith, 
Director  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Service  of  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, there  was  published  in  July  an  analytical  study  of  communism 
entitled  "Communism  in  Action."  It  is  also  identified  as  House  Docu- 
ment No.  754  of  the  second  session  of  the  Seventy-ninth  Congress  and 
is  available  from  the  Government  Printing  Office  in  Washington  for 
the  nominal  charge  of  50  cents. 

This  information  and  ol)jective  analysis  and  study  of  connnunism 
in  action — the  first  time  such  a  report  has  ever  been  made  by  the  objec- 
tive research  staff  of  the  Library  of  Congress — provides  significant 
information  on  the  relationship  of  communism  to  such  activities  as 
labor,  education,  religion,  agriculture,  and-  the  exercise  of  personal 
freedoms. 

Your  committee  believes  citizens  throughout  America  and  the  edu- 
cators of  our  country  should  take  steps  to  have  this  objective  analysis 
of  communism  as  it  actually  operates  (as  distinguished  from  the  the- 
oretical concepts  by  which  it  attempts  to  disguise  its  practical  appli- 
cations) made  available  in  every  school  and  college  of  the  United 
States.  Teachers,  school  boards,  and  school  patrons  Avho  desire  to 
have  the  students  of  their  community  know  the  real  facts  about  com- 
munism and  to  make  honest  comparisons  between  it  and  our  Ameri- 
can system  are  urged  by  this  committee  to  include  Communism  in 
Action  as  required  reading  at  some  point  in  tlie  curriculum. 

Gommmiist  infiltration  in  the  United  States. — (Treat  ci-edit  should 
be  given  to  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the  fact  that 
in  1946  it  issued  a  highly  readable  and  factual  treatise  on  "Communist 
Infiltration  in  the  United  States."  This  document  is  available  to  citi- 
zens and  educators  at  the  very  nominal  price  of  10  cents  per  copy  and 
it  can  be  ordered  direct  from  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Washington  6,  D.  C. 

One  quotation  from  this  public-serving  treatment  of  communism 
by  the  research  Avriters  of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
serves  to  high  light  the  importance  of  this  unusual  and  useful  docu- 
ment. In  dealing  with  the  Communist  creed  which,  even  today,  is  so 
little  understood  by  usually  w^ell-informed  Americans,  the  chamber 
of  commerce  monograph  says : 

Under  communism,  the  state  is  the  supreme  master  dver  the  lives  of  its  citizens. 
In  its  economic  aspect,  it  is  characterized  l)y  complete  state  ownership  and  control 
of  productive  property.  In  the  political  field,  communism  makes  no  pretense  of 
granting  fi-eedom.     The  Soviet  Union  and  the  nations  it  controls  are  rigid  dicta- 
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torsliips.  Froedoiu  of  spewh  and  assembly  are  denied.  Dissent  from  govern- 
ment is  considered  ti'eason,  and  is  punished  by  all-powerful  political  police 
systems.  Elections  are  merely  formal,  since  no  choice  of  candidates  is  olTered. 
At  time.s,  i-elisiiou  is  openly  iiersecuted.  but  under  any  circumstances  tremendous 
obstacles  are  placed  in  its  ])atli. 

The  iiivestiii'at  ions  of  yoiii'  coiuiiiittee  attest  to  the  accuracy  of  the 
I'oreooina-  quotations  from  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce 
(lofunuMit  on  conHnunism.  We  have  no  (]esire  to  chano-e  the  system 
of  iiovernmenl  now  ()i)erutin<i-  in  Soviet  Russia  nor  to  impose  our 
American  freedoms  and  our  free-enterprise  system  upon  any  other 
countr}^  However,  we  are  equally  firm  in  our  determination  to  re- 
sist the  attem])ts  of  those  who  would  imi)ose  upon  us  a  philosophy  of 
government  and  economics  as  grossly  foreign  to  our  concepts  of  con- 
stitutional liberties  as  those  advocated  by  Connnunists. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  American  Conmiunists  and  their  for- 
eign associates  are  always  among  the  first  and  among  the  loudest  to 
call  upon  the  protective  clauses  of  the  American  Constitution  to  pro- 
tect them  in  their  nefarious  efforts  to  beguile  our  citizens  into  accept- 
ing a  creed,  which  if  it  became  dominant,  would  deny  to  all  people  the 
very  protections  now  employed  by  C'onnnunists  to  advance  their  cause. 

Our  American  Connnunists  and  their  fellow  travelers  (who  some- 
times are  credulous  dupes  of  more  rugged  minds  and  who  sometimes  are 
deliberate  political  saboteurs  simply  mascpierading  as  patriotic  citi- 
zens) are  quick  to  draw  the  mantle  of  constitutional  protection  over 
their  dark  practices  when  committees  such  as  ours  seek  to  examine  their 
records,  check  their  membership  lists,  or  determine  the  strange  sources 
of  their  seemingly  inexhaustible  finances,  but  the  straightforward 
language  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  report  quoted  in  the  third  fore- 
going paragraph,  shoidd  be  a  stern  warning  to  all  Americans,  whether 
laborers,  educators,  farmers,  politicians,  businessmen,  religious  leaders, 
or  in  other  walks  of  life;  as  to  what  life  would  be  like  in  America  if 
the  subversive  and  seductive  doctrines  of  the  Connnunist  Party  should 
ever  unhappih'  prevail  in  this  great  and  free  Republic. 

Local  chambers  of  commerce,  individual  businessmen,  patriotic  or- 
ganizations, fraternal  groups,  and  our  churches  can  render  a  real  pub- 
lic service  at  slight  expense  by  making  available  to  all  students  in  high 
schools  and  colleges  and  to  citizens  generally  the  highly  informative 
treatment  on  communism  now  available  from  the  United  States  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  Its  sections  on  "The  worship  of  the  state,"  "The 
Connnunist  creed,"  "Communism  in  practice,"  "The  Comintern," 
"Soviet  expansionism."  "Communist  fronts,"  "Inside  contacts,"  and 
"Destroying  the  fifth  column"  are  especially  thought-provoking  and 
informative.  However,  the  entire  treatment  covers  only  -fO  pages  of 
large  type  and  is  recommended  for  cover-to-cover  study. 

The  most  effective  method  of  curtailing  communism  here  in  the 
United  States,  is  for  all  organizations,  such  as  labor  imions,  commer- 
cial institutions,  schools.  Government  agencies  and  college  facidties,' 
religious  groups,  political  movements  and  other  activities  and  groups 
to  take  the  initiative  in  purging  from  their  own  ranks,  the  Communists, 
Fascists,  hate  mongers,  and  otlier  subversive  elements  whicli.  once  hav- 
ing gained  a  foothold,  seek  to  dominate  and  direct  these  organizations 
and  activities. 

Such  groups  almost  invariably  are  comjirised  of  men  and  women, 
the  great  bulk  of  whom  are  i)atriotic  American  citizens,  but  who  fre- 
quently find  themselves  being  led  by  aggressive  and  articulate  minori- 
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ties  within  their  midst  who  work  their  way  into  such  groups  for  the 
precise  and  hidden  purpose  of  weakening  their  allegiance  to  American 
concepts. 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  is  able  to  detect  and  appre- 
hend criminal  acts  of  un- Americanism ;  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  is  empowered  to  explore  and  expose  activities  by 
un-American  individuals  and  organizations  which,  while  sometimes 
being  legal,  are  nonetheless  inimical  to  our  American  concepts  and  our 
American  future.  However,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  by  themselves  can- 
not prevent  the  growth  of  un-Americanism  in  this  country.  The  ac- 
tive cooperation  of  the  American  people  is  necessary. 

It  is  for  that  reason  that  we  recommend  a  careful  reading  of  the 
reports  of  this  committee  and  the  intensive  study  of  the  speech  by 
J.  Edgar  Hoover  which  is  contained  herein,  the  various  resolutions 
passed  by  veterans'  organizations  as  well  as  the  two  factual  docu- 
ments referred  to  in  this  section  of  the  report,  so  that  throughout 
America  there  can  be  an  active  and  accelerated  attempt  by  patriotic 
Americans  everywhere  to  purge  the  ranks  of  organizations  and  activi- 
ties with  which  they  are  in  contact  from  the  presence  and  influences 
of  un-American  agents  of  every  type  and  description. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  Congress  create  an  independent  connnission  with  au- 
thority to  investigate  and  to  order  the  discharge  of  any  employee  or 
official  of  the  Federal  Government  whose  loyalty  to  the  United  States 
is  found  to  be  in  doubt. 

2.  That  the  Department  of  State  and  the  Department  of  Justice  be 
required  by  law  to  publicize  ever}'  6  months  the  names  and  identity  of 
all  agents  of  any  foreign  governments  who  are  in  the  United  States 
for  either  diplomatic,  commercial,  or  other  purposes. 

8.  That  the  Department  of  Justice  be  required  by  law  to  establish 
within  the  Department  a  special  division  devoted  to  the  prosecution 
of  subversive  elements  now  operating  in  the  United  States. 

4.  That  the  Attorney  General  be  instructed  by  a  proper  resolution 
of  the  House  to  report  to  the  House  the  number  of  prosecutions  insti- 
tuted under  the  Voorhis  Act  and  the  McCormack  Alien  Registration 
Act,  and  to  advise  the  Congress  if  new  legislation  is  necessary  to 
insure  the  security  of  this  country. 

5.  That  legislation  should  be  enacted  that  would  restrict  Federal 
employment  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  that  only  citizens 
be  permitted  to  hold  office  in  any  labor  union  subject  to  Federal 
laws. 

6.  That  legislation  be  enacted  requiring  that  all  alien  Communists 
and  other  subversive  aliens  be  promptly  deported  and  that  the  Im- 
migration Service  maintain  a  stringent  screening  process  to  restrain 
the  present  influx  of  aliens  into  the  United  States  and  to  determine 
whether  their  political  background  is  inimical  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  United  States  Government. 

7.  Legislation  should  be  enacted  to  restrict  the  benefits  of  certain 
tax-exemption  privileges  now  extended  to  a  number  of  Communist 
fronts  posing  as  educational,  charitable,  and  relief  organizations. 
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The  following  is  a  quotation  from  connnittee  Report  No.  1996, 
Union  Calendar  No.  588,  Seventy-ninth  Congress,  second  session, 
submitted  by  Chairman  John  S.  Wood,  May  10,  194G : 

Tlie  investigative  staff  of  your  coimiiittoc  has  coiuluctod  an  extensive  investiga- 
tion into  the  various  sources  of  financial  aid  to  organizations  engaged  in  the 
disseniiiiation  of  propaganda  in  the  United  States.  The  heart  of  propagandii  ac- 
tivities is,  by  necessity,  sustained  with  money.  Reasonable  regulation  of  tax 
exemptions  and  proper  enforcement  of  such  regulations  would  innnediately  re- 
strain to  a  large  extent  the  vicious  attacks  now  being  made  upon  our  constitu- 
tional form  of  government. 

8.  That  the  House  request,  by  pro})er  resolution,  a  report  from  the 
Postmaster  General  of  the  United  States,  setting  forth  the  number  of 
embassies  or  foreign  agencies  now  enjoying  second-class  mailing  priv- 
ileges and  also  specifically  identifying  such  agencies  where  the  respec- 
tive foreign  governments  do  not  accord  to  our  embassies,  ministers,  and 
other  Unitecl  States  officials,  equal  mailing  privileges  in  those  coun- 
tries, and  that  proper  legislation  be  enacted  by  Congress  limiting  the 
use  of  second-class  mailing  privileges  to  such  embassies  and  agencies  of 
those  foreign  governments  which  extend  reciprocal  privileges  to  offi- 
cials of  the  United  States  Government. 

9.  That  legislation  be  enacted  forbidding  the  use  of  the  Unitecl 
States  mails  inider  second-class  mailing  privileges  to  any  and  all  news- 
papers and  periodicals  printed  in  any  language  other  than  English, 
which  do  not  carry  a  full  English  translation,  in  parallel  columns  next 
to  the  foreign-language  context. 

Note. — This  particular  reconunendation  is  not  concurred  in  by  Mr.  Thomas, 
for  the  reason  that  he  feels  it  might  result  in  an  encroachment  on  the  freedom 
of  the  press. 

10.  That  legislation  be  enacted  denying  the  use  of  second-class  mail- 
ing privileges  to  any  groups  of  persons  or  organizations  engaged  in  the 
publication,  distribution,  or  promotion  of  subversive  or  un-Ainerican 
propaganda. 

11.  For  manv  years,  various  organizations  in  the  United  States  have 
permitted  membership  under  an  alias  or  an  assumed  name,  and  have 
even  gone  so  far  as  to  permit  concealed  or  secret  membership.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  Congress  enact  legislation  designed  to  prohibit 
membership  in  any  organization  using  the  United  States  mails  or 
subject  to  Federal  laws,  by  persons  using  an  alias  or  assumed  name. 
Such  legislation  should  also  include  a  provision  which  would  clearly 
ban  concealed  or  secret  memberships  in  any  such  organizations  as  de- 
scribed above.  An  exemption  should  be  made  for  properly  authorized 
law-enforcement  officers  in  the  conduct  of  their  investigations.
